2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Benson et al. 
Benson discloses a gate valve 18 with an engagement means 22 and an inhibiting 
member as is the lock washer shown on 22 abutting 23 wherein 22 pushes the gate 18 
into a partially open position by abutting the bottom of the gate 18 as claimed. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12/12/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In the arguments, Applicant merely stated that the length of the claims 
and the number of limitations in the claims make it allowable. However, Applicant failed 
to state one specific reason for allowing the claim other than the fact that it is very long 
and has numerous limitations. Nevertheless, it appears that Benson meets all of the 
claimed limitations. Although the method of use in Benson is drastically different that 
the method of use envisioned by Applicant (and called for in claims 7 and 8), Benson 
does disclose the same apparatus of a threaded bolt with a nut to keep the gate valve 
open at a specific location (as opposed to Applicant's method of using the bolt and nut 
to open the closed gate valve to a specific location).
